This was the third point in Mr. 


Roosevelt's emergency program, 
and he said: 


"I deem action at this time to

Once again, the-President shat- 


tered all precedents by making Ms 
message amazingly brief.

as an emergency measure was

President Explains Plan 
To Re-open Strong Banks; 
Declares Faith Is Needed 


WASHINGTON, 
March 13.— 


Praising the American people^ for 
their fortitude during the trying 
time of the bank holidays, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt took to the radio 
last night, explaining the various 
moves maae by the federal govern- 
ment, and promised to restore the 
weak banks by reorganization, as 
well as to reopen 
the 
stronger 


ones. 


The President pointed out in 


particular that, fear should not 
grip depositors -and citizens be- 
cause only the banks in the 12 fed- 
eral reserve cities were to open to- 
day. 
Banks in the 250 clearing 


house cities are to open on Tues- 
day, and the' f emainUer Of them on 
Wednesday, Mr. Roosevelt declar- 
ed, but he pointed out that this ar- 
rangement depended upon the suc- 
cess of the federal fiscal agents in 
checking the conditions of the 
banking institutions. Many sound 


banks, he indicated, may not open, 
on the designated days, merely be- 
cause of the physical impossibility 
of examining the vast number of 
them hi the time allowed. 


PLANS REORGANIZATION 
Reorganization of the weaker 


banks, Mr. Roosevelt said, would 
be made with the aid of the fed- 
eral government. He was careful 
to -suggest there were banks that 
could not be saved even by reor- 
ganization and with the aid of fed- 
eral funds and guidance, but these 
he declared were few in propor- 
tion. 


"We had a bad banking situa- 


tion," the President declared after 
explaining the various moves made 
by the government. "Some of em- 
bankers had shown themselves 
either incompetent of dishonest in 
the handling of the people's funds. 
They had used the money entrust- 
ed to them in speculations and un- 
wise loans. This was, of course 
not true in the vast majority of our 


banks, but it was true in enough 
of them to shock the people for a 
time into a sense of insecurity and 
to put them into a frame of mind 
where they did not differentiate, 
but seemed to assume that the acts 
of a comparative few had tainted 
them alL It was the government's 
job to straighten out this situation 
and do it as quickly as possible 
and the job is being performed. 


"I do not promise that every 


bank will be reopened or that in- 
dividual losses will not be suffered, 
but there will be no losses thai 
possibly could have been avoided 
and there would have been more 
and greater losses if we had con- 
tinued to drift. I can even promise 
salvation for some at least of the 
sorely pressed banks. 
We shall 


be engaged not merely in reopen- 
ing sound banks, but in the crea- 
tion of sound banks through, re- 
orgnization. 
" After all there is an element in

Speed of Sun Is Found* 


to Vary; Study Effects 


Vl'aslilhgtori.—Tlie discovery 
of 


(5,000 new nebulae of "isolated uni- 
verses" countless' billions of miles 
from the earth is announced In the 
annual report of the Carnegie in- 
stitution of Washington. 


Millions of these nebulae, each 


equal in size to the galaxy of which 
the earth is a part, are believed to 
be out in .unexplored regions of the 
universe. 


One such cluster contains about 


150 nebulae 800,000,000,000 miles 
from the earth in the general di- 
rection of the constellation Gemini. 


Measurement of the speed of the 


snn, made at the Mount Wilson ob- 
servatory, shows that it varies from 
1.9 to 2.06 kilometersi .per second. A 
kilometer is approximately three- 
fifths .of a mile. It is not yet known 
whether this variation has any ef- 
fect on the earth, but it seems to 
have no effect on the eleven-year 
cycle' of increasing and decreasing 
sun spots that is known to affect 
conditions of the earth.

Paris. — Out of a job, the unseat- 


ed King Alfonso of Spain lias been 
spearing around for something to 
do, although his private means are 
said to be large.

"By the afternoon of March 3 


scarcely a bank in the country was 
open to do business. 


"It was then that I issued the 


proclamation providing for the na- 
tionwide bank holiday. 


"The second step was the legis- 


lation promptly and patriotically 
passed by the Congress confirming 
my proclamation and broadening 
my powers so that, it became pos- 
sible, in view of the requirements 
of time, to extend the holiday and 
lift 
the 
bank 
of that holiday 


gradually. This law also gave au- 
thority to develop a program of 
rehabilitation of our banking facili- 
ties. 


"The third stage has been the 


series of regulations permitting the 
banks to continue their functions 
to take care of the distribution of 
food and household necessities and 
the payment of pay rolls. 


NONE WOESE OFF 


"This bank holiday, while result- 


ing in many cases in great incon- 
venience, is affording us the op- 
portunity to supply the currency 
necessary to meet the situation. 
No sound bank is a dollar worse 
off than it was when it closed its 
doors last Monday. Neither is any 
bank which may turn out not to 
be in a position 
for immediate 
opening."
